‘GOES TO $2.65 ON JAN. 1, 1978 

Maine’s minimum wage will in- 
grease to $2.65 per hour on Jan. 
1, 1978, This will cover all em- 
ployees presently subject to the 
‘Maine Minimum Wage Law but 
students who are less than 19 
‘years of age may still be paid 
75% of the regular rate, which 
‘will establish a minimum of $1.99 
beginning Jan. 1. : 

The base saiary will remain at 
$150 per week for those employ- 
ad in. the executive, administra- 
tive or professional capacity in 
order to be exempt from the 
Maine -minimum wage.and over- 
time provisions, 

The new hourly rate of $2.65 
‘will be the same for all places 
‘of business. currently subject to 
‘Maine. law regardiess as to the 
‘size of the business or number of 
‘amployees, Many establishments 
are subject to both State and 
‘Federal wage standards, but the 


smployer must ‘pay whithever 


gives the higher benefits for em- 
ployees. This means that employ- 
ers who are subject to the Fed- 
‘eral law will not be able to use 
the Maine student rate. Although 
Maine law calls for the State to 
increase to the same as the Fed- 
eral next January, it does not 
thange any other part of the 
Maine law.

ers are required to pay back wag- 
es: and overtime to their em- 
ployees when violations are found 
and in past years, some employ- 
ers have been required to pay

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PETER PERICLES VISITS HIS - 
OLD GREEK ISLAND HOME 


Peter H. Pericles was just a 
stowaway on a boat when he left 
his home on a Greek island some 
68 years ago, but last August the 
retired Waterville businessman re- 
turned to his homeland as the 
honored benefactor who built a 
new bell tower for the church in 
his native village. a 


The trip was the first time Peri= * 


cles, who started Colby Dry Clean- 
ers in 1921, has visited Greece 


‘sirice his clandestine departure in 


1910. It was also the first time 


he has seen his sister and other : 


relatives in.all that time, and the. 
first time he has seen the bell:, 
tower which he spent $5,000 to 

build in 1960. 

The 88-year-old Benton resident 
was accompanied by ‘this grandson, 
Ross Swain of Andover. The two 
travelers spent most of their time | 
in the village of Anemotia, on the*’ 
island of Lesbos, where Pericles 
was born and raised. 

Although the island is populat:.. 
ed by Greeks, it lies closer to the ° 
shore of Turkey than to Greece, 
and ownership of the island has:. 
changed hands a number of times. 
At the time of Pericles’ 
from the island, the Turks were 
in power and Pericles chose to 
flee rather than be forced to join 
the Turkish army, possible “to 
fight against my own country- 
men, the Greeks.” 2 

Pericles said that a mere two, 
years after his departure, war in 


fact’ did break out over possession same as they have for centuries, ‘Was. 


of the island, with the- Greeks 
winning it back. 

The whole village turned out to 
meet the mysterious American 
henefactor who left the village 
long before most villagers can re; . 
member. His presence attracted a4 
erowd wherever he went in the 
village and, at the conclusion of 
the visit, he was honrred from 
the pulpit of the chuich to which 
he had donated all of the funds 
needed to construct a new stone 
bell tower. 

In a recent interview Pericles 
recalled with a smile the time he 
had angered a man who approach- 
ed him seeking funds for con- 


flight .
